but few wells, and' the greater portion of 
the water used is hauled from the Mis- 
souri, at a cost of twenty-five cents a bar- 
rel. This expense accounts, to, a q;reat 
extent, for the absence of shade trees. It 
s an expensive luxury, watering shade 
rees at a cost of twenty-five cenjts a bar- 
•el. Still, should they fail in this arte- 
sian project, they will build a reservoir 
where they are now digging, and raise 
he water from the river. 


In the afternoon Mr. Raymond, presi- 


dent of the Bismarck National bank and 
mayor of the city, took us behind his 
spanking team and drove us out to the 
great grain fit-Ids to (witness a test ot the 
tfcCormiok and Wood reapeis. A large 
crowd in all sorts of vehicles, horseback 
and on foot, had preceded us, and when the 
wo reapers started around the field a 
half a mile square the procession, re- 
minded us of John Robinson's circus. The 
field was a quarter section, and had eighty 
acres in wheat and eighty acres in oats. 
The test was made on oats, and every 
ound of the two machines laid two acres 
of it in tightly bouncl sheaves,which were 
nstantly set up into shocks! 


We never stood in such a field ot grain 


it. Its inhabitants are intensely in earn- 
est and exceedingly attentive to strangers.

cluded yesterday, and the TRIBUNE is indebt- 
ed to lyir. Ertel, short-hand reporter of the 
Mandan Pioneer, for the verbatim testi- 
mony, yirst witness called was Ira Hall, 
who testified as follows: 


Resided in Mandan for last three months; 


been teaming for John Trumbull; was in his 
employ cp. the 17th of August last, putting 
up hay on Lincoln reservation; knew deceased 
since we i were catting hay: we had a hay 
camp there. 
Charles Trumbull and I were 


staying there; the Books had another hay 
claim and camp; they were twenty rods apart: 
not less than that; our tent was higher than 
theirs; it was south from theirs; the doors of 
both tents face east; we were loading hay: 
saw them came down towards us with mow- 
ers; I said to Charles Trumbull, "He must 
be cutting hay below us."- He commenced 
to cut our haj; we stopped Jacob Book; he 
teaid he had as much right to cut hay as any- 
body; we stopped him and he went back to 
his camp; his men told ns he was going aftei 
his brother: Book said he did not know 
whose grass it was; when we were11 at our tent 
for dinnar Jacob and Peter Book drove up in 
front of our tent, and when they stopped 
got out of the wagon; Jacob Book cocked 
his revolver and Peter hi* Winchcoier. dar- 
ing ns to cut hay wherp they wanted to cut, 
I advised them to settle the matter in a dif- 
ferent manner. After dinner We commenced 
cutting h?,y on the same piece: we *were 
down last; there wa^ a piece left betweer 
Book's camp and Ayers' camp, and this we 
encircled: Peter Book mowed for a couple oi 
hours on one piece.
